Battery Installation/Replacement 



• To use the unit, you must install 
batteries. 

• Open battery cover as illustrated. 

Install or replace four new batteries, making 
sure the polarities (+ and -) on the battery 
match the polarities on the case. 

• Replace battery cover. 

• If the Low Battery indicator u B , " appears on 
the display, all batteries must be replaced. 

• "AA" alkaline batteries or equivalent are suit- 
able for this blood pressure meter. 

Attaching the Arm Cuff 
and Posture During 
Measurement 

Unfasten and open the cuff as shown in the 
figure. 

Wrap the arm cuff around the upper left arm 
tightly so that bottom edge of the cuff is 
positioned about one inch above the elbow 
joint. 

• Wrap the cuff as close to the skin as 
possible. 

(Do NOT roll shirts or jackets up over the 
arm when taking a measurement. This will 
constrict the upper arm and prevent 
accurate measurement.) 

• Cuff tube should be placed on the 
inside of your arm as shown in figure. 

• Make sure that the cuff is fastened 
tightly. Note that wrapping the cuff 
unevenly will prevent proper measure- 
ment. 

• Insert cuff tube and bulb tube Into the 
air sockets. 
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Rest left elbow on a table so that the cuff is at heart 
level. Relax the lower arm across the table and remain 
still. 

Perform measurements in either a seated or reclining 
posture with the left palm turned upward. 

Arm Circumference: 8.66 to 12.6 inches 




Measurement 

• Press the "ON/OFF" switch. 

• All of the display marks will appear for approximately 1 second 
and the buzzer will beep. 



• After all display marks have disappeared, the last measured 
systolic and diastolic blood pressure values are displayed. 
(Value of pulse is not memorized or displayed.) 

• Memory function will display for approximately 2 seconds or 
while pressing the "ON/OFF" switch. 




• After the memorized blood pressure value has disappeared, the 
deflation mark "T" displays. 



• If there is air remaining in the cuff, release it by pressing the 
"Exhaust" button until the "0" displays. The buzzer will beep 3 
times. 




• The unit is now ready to take a measurement.

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• Pressurize the cuff by pumping the bulb until you 
have a reading of approximately 30 to 40 mmHg 
higher than your regular systolic blood pressure. 

Note: At pressure of 140, 170, 200, 240 mmHg, the 
buzzer beeps two times.

• When pressurization is complete, the automatic air 
release system will gradually reduce cuff pressure, 
and the mark will appear on the display indi- 
cating that measurement is in progress.

When a pulse is detected, the pressure value 

moves to the lower side of the display. At this time 

the mark flashes with a short beep at the 
same time as pulse rate.

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• When the diastolic pressure value is detected, the meas- 
urement is complete and the buzzer will beep. The sys- 
tolic pressure is displayed above the diastolic pressure. 
After completion of measurement, the "▼" mark 
appears. 




Approximately 2 seconds later, blood pressure values 
and pulse reading will alternately display. 

Press the exhaust button to release all of the air in the 
cuff. 



To Turn Power Off 

Press the "ON/OFF" switch to turn off.

Subsequent Measurement 

When a measurement needs to be made again, the time 
between 2 measurements must be at least 10 minutes. 



Automatic Power OFF Function 

If unit is left on after measurement, an "Automatic 
Power-OFF Function" turns the power off after approxi- 
mately 3 minutes. To continue with another measure- 
ment press the "ON/OFF" switch to turn the unit on.
